The discipline and management of the schools 
are reported to be very inefficient, and the tea-

5. Sim Henry Howianp has not objected, 
the Board would point out, to the Grants for the 
Current year having been made on the system 
hitherto followed ; but he is of the opinion, in. 
which the Board fully concurs, that all future 
grants should. he strictly according to the results 
of the examinations and inspections, and that 
they should be with-held altogether from schools 
which do not show a reasonable amount of im- 
provement. ; 

6. The Board may here call aitention to the 
fact that the assent of the officer administering 
the Goverument to Ordinance No. 3 of 1887, was 
publicly notified on the:20th May last, when it 
was also conveyed that it would net come into 
operation until the Governor shall notify by Pro- 
clanation that it is Her Majesty's pleasure not 
to disallow the same. i 

7. Again, on the 30th August last, it was 
publicly conveyed that the Education Ordinance 
1887, will come into operation, under the neves- 
sary notification, witir the begining of 1888 : that 
the principal object of the Ordinance is to render 
grants-in-aid of schools_strictly dependent upon 
merit : that Rules under the Ordinance would be 
passed under which Schools would be entitled, 
as cf right, to grantsfor passes in primary subjects, _ 
for arganisation and discipline, and for a high 
standard of general excellence, and that grants 
may be made for passes in secondary subjects.

Sir,—In accordance with a promise made in parsgraph 
4 of my letter No. 188 of the 16th of April last, I have 
the honour to report for the information of His Excellency 
the Governor that I have this day sent to Mr. F. Osborne 
of the Firm of Messrs Hutton and Osborne of Lages, seve- 
ral specimen of india-rubber, prepared under my directions 
while instructing his Agent at Badagry and several of the 
natives in the method which seems to give the ‘best results 
when applied to the preparation of india-rubber from the 
juice of the “ Abba ” tree of West Africa. 


2. Of the process Ihave finally adopted IT enclose 
short notes which may, I hope, be found to be of service as 
# guide to intending rubber gatherers. 


8. Mrs Osborne has also previously prepared some 
rubber by applying the hot process to washed milk and 
afterwards subjecting the sample to heavy pressure. I had 
already during experiments which I made shortly after my 
arrival in the Colony, made a full trial of this method, but 
cannot recommend it. The samples shew » marked lack of 
elasticity, and deteriorate rapidly after the first three months 
of keeping. It cannot be too strongly impressed upon those 
who may intend to prepare or ship india-rubber that the 
process of coagulation is only the first step in ‘the prepara- 
tion of samples for shipment, and that good or bad qualities 
of subsequent development must eventually determine the 
market price of the article. 


4. Mr. Osborne has kindly consented to submit for 
the consideration of His Excellency the Governor the speci- 
mens now forwarded. 


5. I regret exceedingly that illness and other causes 
have for so long a time prevented me from completing the 
experiments connected with this industry, but I am now 
assured that the method now followed will give relinble and 
satisfactory results if carried out with sufficient care and 
patience.
